

MEADOWTHORPE’S VILEAINY. 

The Harlem card had an oily and a public as- 
pect yesterday. The afternoon was perfect and 
a crowd of 4000 was out. 

The ring had a real good day. Rings usually 
have when the outlook is so fair. 

Berclair, Flora Louise and Meadowthorpe, all 
at short prices and well played, fell with un- 
-public thuds. 

Meadowthorpe’s downfall was most shocking 
and came in the fifth race, the three-year-old 
Senior Stakes. Nearly every big bettor and 
form player backed the Schorr colt. He opened 
at 6 to 5, was backed to 4 to 5 but receded to 
even money about post time. Dr Sheppard was 
second choice at 4 to 1. The Doctor got away 
in front and led by two lengths to the stretch 
turn, where Jim Murphy’s good colt, Carnero, 
at 5 to 1, went after him. Once straightened 
out Camero got to and landed the Doctor. 

Meadowthorpe ran a shabby race and dispite 
Burns’ strong effort, was beaten off. 

Some talk came out of the Schorr camp about 
retiring Meadowthorpe after his villainy. 

The fourth event, an all aged handicap, 
brought out smart betting. Gath was the na- 
tural choice. His price, 6 to 5, was a royal one. 
He rated along in second place to the stretch 
and then, after stopping to exchange greetings 
and the time of day with Judge Wardell, won 
in gonial fashion. Presbyterian easily disposed 
of Flora Louise, too highly rated, in the two- 
year-old race. The Scoggan filly was an 
odds-on choice. Dave Waldo carried her 
along at a merry gait the first half mile and 
then Presbyterian galloped over the pair. 

Milwaukee has ideveloped into a really fast 
horse. He beat Berclair, Lady Callahan and 
Laureate in a clever way in the second race. 
Burns rode him and loitered during the first 
part. He cut loose at the three furlong pole 
and getting to the rails had no further opposi- 
tion. Milwaukee was expertly timed the last 
mile in 1 :39f . 

Abuse was in a soft spot in the opening six 
furlong dash, and, with 7 to 10 about him, won 
off by himself. Charley Christy at 3 to 1 won 
the last race just as easily.
